Youth center battles ahead

TWIN FALLS - Chaos socmej lo 
reign Monday at Twin Falls County’s 
new minimum-sci;urity center for 
troubled youths. 

Class was supposed to start at 9 
a.m.. but 'ot that time students were 
still carrying furniture around the 
Snake River Youth Center. A group 
of boys was hauling in a desk for. the 
judge's new chambers. Others were 
moving benches. One classroom 
didn't have choirs yet. 

It has been a month since the cen* 
(c'r opened arid was heralded as a key 
component of the counties’ new con- 
trol over juvenile Justice. For now. 
the effort seems plagued by disorder. 

The center's population has grown 
much foster than its organizers 
planned. The numbers stretched from 
seven youths the first week to 29 the 
next. Last week, more than 35 stu- 
dents packed into one classroom, so 


instructors- linnily .split the class in 
two on Monday. At least, once last 
week. 20 youths spent the night in 
the 24-bcd.raciliiy. 

At 9:15 a.m. Monday, teacher 
Bette Smith colled her class to order.. 
She started with the Fledge of Alle- 
giance but hjtd lo-bcgin aiptin because 
nobody joined in. The second time, a 
boy,droncd with her. making up ^ 
words 8S he went along. 

"Was that respectful?” shc asked. 

“Thot was very respectful.” the boy 
shot back. 

A.discussion about Saturday's as- 
sassination of Israeli Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin was rapidly aborted as 
the nine, students professed strong 
disinterest. ' * 

As (hey studied multiples and frac- 
tions, some kids followed along in 
(he book and came up with ready an- 
swers. Others, lost their place, com- 
plaining that they couldn’t do it. One 
boy got up to spit in the gmbage can.

Hospital provides insight 
in solying bed-wetting woes

PHILADELPHIA — . Seth 
— Schulman-ha.s a -standard speech he 
gives first-time patients. 

He sits them down in his oftlce at 
Children's Hospital of Philadelphia 
and uses his gentlest voice. 

"My name is Dr. Schulman," he 
says. “What I do all day is take care of 
kids who have accidents, either at 
niglii or during the day." 

Then the kicker: "Arc you in the 
right place?” 

•' It is a'measure of how scri‘silive”ah~ 
area of medicine this is that Schulman

"acetdems." too. 

Schulman, a pediatric nephrologist, 
runs the DOVE (Dysfunctional 
Outpatient Voiding Educational) 
Center, an unusual program devoted 
to helping children ‘wilh wiial '.staff ' 
members call nighttime or daytime 
"wetness." They sec about 100 chil- 
dren a year, usually age 7 or oldcL 
that other pediatricians-linven't b<>‘en 
able to cure. 

Children's Regional Hospital at 
Cooper Hospitol/Univcrsiiy Medical 
Center also has a unit devoted lo chil- 
dren who have problems with bed- 
wetting and daytime wetness. 

By the time children come to the 
DOVE center, they've often 
become adept at-hiding their prob- 
.lem. Bed wetters may turn dowti. 
invitations to sleepoveni or learn to . 


the days before day care. Many 
preschools refuse children who ore not 
trained by age 3. and clemcnlaiy and 
middle schoojs arc even less under- 
standing about accidents. 

Treatment, though, has come a long 
y.'ny. from the.time when wetness was 
considered u failure bf character, and 
children were punislicd or shamed fbr 
their transgressions. 

Doctors now believe that bed-wet- 
ting is largely nn inherited, physical 
problem. In one study of fathers and 
.sons, a child wiiose father wet the bed 
is seven times more likely to be a bed 
welter than'tlic child of a man TCTio” 
stayed dry at night. A Danish 
researcher earlier this year pinpointed 
the location of a gene that he believes 
is responsible for at least some bed- 
wetting. 

That knowledge doesn't make it 
any less irritating to strip offelammy. 
pungent sheets every morning. But it 
docs help parents be more patient. 

To help children stay .dry, 
Schulman now uses drugs, biofeed- 
back, therapy and alarms that buzz or 
vibrate at the first hint' of wetness. He 
docs not know what percentage of his
